I wish to p oint out in this ar­ 
ticle the hazards in following a 
crop of wheat that ha* been se­ 
verely damaged 
by chinch 
bugs 
with a crop of com. 
While it 
is p ossible to follow wheat with 
corn in this way without the corn 
being severly injured by the bugs, 
it is not p robable that much corn 
will escap e injury , 
Tlie ex treme damage done by 
chinch bug.« to wheat this sp ring 
may be attributed to an unusu­ 
ally warm Ap ril with p erhap s an 
early migration. 
These bugs have 
been 
dep ositing 
eggs 
on 
the 
blades of w’heat and on the roots 
near the surface all during May . 
This will continue into June. Each 
female will lay from one hundred 
to five hundred eggs. 
They will 
average 
about 
two 
hundred. 
It 
requires from ten to twenty -five 
day s for the eggs to hatch. 
A thorough p lowing with a good 
cover 
80 that no p articles of trash 
or wheat ex tends above the sur­ 
face will do much to kill the old 
bugs, many of which arc nearing 
the end of their cy cle. 
Those that 
crawl out on the surface may p er­ 
ish from hunger if all green veg­ 
etation is kep t down for a p eriod 
of two weeks. 
This enables us to 
have 
p artial 
control. 
The 
bugs 
that are hatched, however, from 
eggs that may be near the surface 
or above the surface may be suf­ 
ficient to reinfest the entire field. 
Moreover, gome of the old bugs 
are liable to come through alive 
and 
dep osit 
some 
eggs 
on the 
com after the corn is up . 
Infestation of the com while it 
is small is very hurtful. 
It is 
very rare when wheat and ry e 
badly infested are turned under 
that enough bugs do not make it 
through to kill a lot of the little 
corn. 
Soy beans make 
a much 
safer 
crop to follow a chinch bug infest­ 
ed crop .

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WHAT THE LEAGUE IS DOING. 


Two speeches delivered in London re­ 
cently by Stanley Baldwin, 
the 
British 
prime minister, and Reginald McKenna, 
one of the greatest financial authorities of 
England, gave a review of the work of 
the despised League 
of 
Nations which 
should have interest for many people in 
this country. 
Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna were speaking in what they know 
in London as the ‘‘City'’ which is the term 
by which they refer there to that section 
of London which corresponds to our Wall 
street. 
They discussed the League espe­ 
cially in the light of its proved usefulness 
•*‘in effecting the financial reconstruction 
of various European countries, and in re- 
hoving by international accord in the 
fields of economics and transit, obstacles 
to the free flow of commerce.^’ 
Mr. Baldwin, leader of British conser­ 
vatism, is a hard-headed, practical man of 
affairs; a business man; as untainted by 
mushy idealism as Mr. Coolidge himself. 
He began his address to the British finan­ 
ciers and business magnates on this oc­ 
casion with the fla t declaration that “ the 
covenant of the 
league 
embodied 
the 
ideals for which the allies fought for four 
years.’* “ One often meets,” he said, “ with 
the objection of the man of the world 
that no league could prevent war, and 
that the ex istence of the League itself 
.was merely a product 
of 
an idealism 
.which had little or no part to play in the 
V^orld.” 
“ And yet,” said he, “ the most practical 
men among us w*ould admit that if the 
ex isting organizations 
could 
be swept 
away this evening you would have to set 
up something 
tomorrow 
to take their 
place. 
This clearing-house work— for it/ 
is that in essence— has proved itself a 
necessary part of international life.” 
Mr. Baldwin then took up the economic 
and financial organization of the League 
—-he was, remember, speaking to busi­ 
ness men, some of whom had been per­ 
sonally identified with the transactions he 
touched upon, and who could have check­ 
ed him in any misstatements. 
Referring 
first to Austria, he declared that “ the 
Austrian position w^as now far better than 
anyone would have dared to hope three 
Kears ago, and ultimate success now de­ 
pended more on international goodwill, 
tnd the courage with w-hich the Aus- 
rians themselves 
faced 
and 
overcame 
^eir problem, than any thing else.” He 
ontinued : 
“ Great as w*a§ the help given to 
Greece from this country and Amer­ 
ica w'hen she w*as faced with the task 
of dealing wih the great influx of 
refugees from Turkey, nothing but 
the assistance 
given 
through 
the 
League in ex amining 
the 
situation 
and helping to raise the necessary 
loans could have enabled her to face 
the problem 
with 
success. 
It was 
quite possible that this problem, too, 
which had seemed to be hopeless, 
might also be happily solved, and 
that in a few* years there w'ould.be a 
large population w’here before there 
W’ere but few*— a large 
and 
indus­ 
trious population, and an additional 
market w’here goods and merchan­ 
dise might once more circulate with 
freedom and profit. 
” It was under the auspices of the 
League that Danzig was enabled to 
obtain the 
loan 
w’hich 
he hoped 
W’ould allow’ her, too, to play her 
part in the world, so that north and 


south and in Central Europe one saw 
the beneficent hand of the League 
opening in these ways and making 
for sanity, peace and prosperity.” 
Mr. Baldwin went on to ex plain how* 
the league had supplied financial advisers 
to the new countries that needed them | 
and the tremendously hopeful effects of 
its activties for 
stabilizing 
international 
trade contracts and in such matters as in­ 
suring right 
treatment 
of foreign na­ 
tionals and the protection of foreign buy­ 
ers against worthless goods. 
Declaring 
that the league “ represents common sense 
and action inspired by an ideal motive” 
Mr. McKenna said that in the five years 
of its ex istence it had “ made a place for 
itself in w’orld economics as well as in 
w’orld politics” and “ could be judged to­ 
day by the solid record of work done.” 
In England, w’here the disruptive effects 
of the w’ar upon trade had been most pro­ 
nounced,” he declared “ a great debt of 
gratitude was owing to the league for 
what it had done to clear away the ob­ 
stacles to trade.” 
He dw’elt particularly 
upon “ the great 
service” 
w*hich 
the 
league has performed in the stabilization 
of the currencies of the world. 
“ On the 
constructive 
side,” 
he 
declared, 
“ the 
league had effected remarkable achieve­ 
ments which had sprung directly from the 
principles of 
internaitonal 
equity 
and 
mutuality ex pressed in the covenant.”

PROHIBITION IN MEXICO. 


Mex ican morals are to be uplifted and a 
prohibition 
movement 
launched by the 
Callies government which seriously seeks 
the regeneration of the Mex ican people. 
Restriction of cultivation 
of the maguey 
plant is the first step the government has 
taken to discourage drinking. 
The mag­ 
uey is the plant from the juices of which 
pulque is made. 
Pulque has been a no­ 
torious intox icant in Mex ico from early 
times. 
When the United States soldiers 
entered Mex ico under General Winfield 
Scott 
they 
made 
the 
acquaintance of 
pulque. 
One soldier was locked up for 
drunkenness, but he did not sober up the 
nex t day. 
He was confined in a dirt-floor­ 
ed hut wuthout furnishings and was guard­ 
ed night and day, yet he continued drunk­ 
en for six teen days. 
Pulque did it. 
This 
drink not only intox icates, but makes the 
drunken man crazy. 
It makes the Mex i­ 
cans crazier than it does an American, be­ 
cause the average Mex ican has less dis­ 
tance to go before he reaches a state of 
whooping and war dancing and trying to 
scalp a pale face. 
But the soldier of the Mex ican ex pedi­ 
tion who got drunk on pulque and could 
not be sobered up by six teen days of soli­ 
tary confinement did not sustain that len­ 
gthy period of ex hiliaration on one drink 
of the Mex ican fire water. 
It takes more 
than one drink for that. 
He had bought 
an eighteen foot bottle of it. 
That is a 
casing such as bologna sausages are stuff­ 
ed in had been filled with pulque and the 
Gringo had wrapped it around his chest 
under his jacket. The guards in searching 
him for a bottle, had not discovered this 
“ rubber tubing” and therefore while they 
sat outside the guard house maintaining 
one of the first “ prohibition blockades,” 
the soldier would sober up enough to un­ 
button his blouse and drink off another 
foot of chain 
lightning 
and fall dead 
again. 
On the six teenth day the guards 
decided that there must be some trick in 
his long continued drunkenness and they 
stripped him and found two feet of the 
liquor in the bottom of the “ bottle.” 
Now that the Mex ican government has 
prohibited the cultivation of the maguey 
plant, it would seem that the end of 
pulque is in sight. 
For it s impossible to 
manufacture this terrible intox icant from 
other materials as is the case with “ whis­ 
key.” If whiskey could be made only from 
poppies, it would be easy to ex terminate 
it in America, for every poppy would be 
its own “ red fla g” and like a red para- 
sold waved at a bull, it would be the 
summons for its own destruction.

Brief Histo ry o f Hundred 
Twenty -Eighth Ha v ing 
Ba tteries Here 


The 128 th Field Artillery of Mis­ 
souri, 
of which 
Batteries 
E 
and 
P of Sedalia are parts, has play ed 
an 
Important 
part 
in 
practically 
every 
m ajor 
war 
of 
the 
United 
States and 
has 
served 
In 
police 
capacity several times in supressing 
Indian throubles and industrial con­ 
flicts. 
A brief history of the organization 
as issued from 
regimental 
head­ 
q uarters in Columbia follows 
W hen w ar was declared between 
the United States and Great Brit­ 
ain In 1812, British traders in the 
country 
w est of the Appalachian 
Range and especially along the east 
bank of the Mississippi River, bor­ 
dering the territory of Missouri, in­ 
cited Indians to make raids against 
th e white settlers in northeast Mis- 
Bourl. Tribes of Sacs, Fox es and 
W innebagoes, gathered in the vicin­ 
ity of Peoria (Illinois) 
w’ere sup­ 
plied fith fire arm s by the British 
and made freq uent depredations in­ 
to w hat is now Lewis and Clark 
Counties, 
the 
northeast 
counties 
of Missouri. 
The m arauding bands 
of Indians crossed the Mississippi 
R iver in the vicinity of Quincy . 
During the late summer of 1812 


settlers in Pike, Lincoln and St. 
Charles counties were ex posed to 
predatory 
raids 
of 
hostile 
tribes, 
freq uently marked with rapine and 
slaughter. 
W ithout 
v/arning 
the 
Indians wmuld sweep dowm upon the 
small w'hite settlements, kill and 
scalp settlers and drive off their 
horses 
and 
cattle. 
The 
w^hole 
country w’as filled with terror by 
these raids. 
Benjamin Howrard, territorial gov­ 
ernor of 
Missouri, 
determined 
to 
stop the depredations of the 
In­ 
dians, 
wdiose 
freq uent 
incursions 
had become a constant menace to 
Missourians. 
A number of promi­ 
nent citizens of St. Louis agreed 
to 
support 
Governor 
Howard 
in 
whatever action he deemed advis­ 
able and signed a petition to the 
Governor 
req uesting 
authority 
to 
form an artillery organization, to 
be used in case of necessity , to 
repel 
a threatened 
Indian 
attack 
on St. Louis. 
The petition wms 
granted 
by 
the 
Governor 
and 
a 
battery of artillery v^as organized 
in St. I.ouis, in the fall of 1812, 
with Robert Lucas, as ex -army offi­ 
cer, as the first captain. 
Before 
receiving the arm s for his organ­ 
ization, 
Robert Lucas 
was 
called 
back into the federal service, and 
his brother Charles Lucas, who lat­ 
er wms killed in a duel fought with 
United States Senator Thomas H art 
Benton, became captain. 
This a r­ 
tillery organization 
W'as 
sent 
to 
Portage 
des 
Sious, 
north 
of 
St. 
Louis, where it was encamped for 
several months to guard this cross­ 
ing of the Mississippi River. 
During the summer of 1813 Ben­ 
jamin Howmrd resigned his office 
IIS Governor and w’as commissioned 
a Brigadier General and authorized 


to command 
troops on both 
sides 
of the Mississippi River and drive 
out the Indians in 
Illinois border­ 
ing the Missouri territory . 
In September 1813, General How­ 
ard, 
with a 
force of 1,4 00 
men 
started north from St. Louis against 
the Indians. 
The St. Louis 
Bat­ 
tery W’as ordered to move north 
along the west bank of the Mis­ 
sissippi and repel invasions in St. 
Charles and Lincoln counties. The 
Battery 
continued 
in 
the 
service 
until the close of the w’ar. 
In 184 6 w’hen Governor Edw'ards 
called for troops to join the “Army 
of the W est,” following the declara­ 
tion of x var between the Mex ican 
government and the United States, 
the St. Louis Battery , under the 
command 
of 
Major M. 
L. 
Clark 
with 
Captains 
R. 
A. 
W eightman 
and A. W. Fisher joined Col. Alex ­ 
ander 
Doniphan’s 
ex pedition 
for 
the w’est. 
Doniphan’s ex pedttion W’as mob­ 
ilized at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, 
early in June, 184 6 , and left there 
the latter part of June for the west 
following the Santa Fe trail. The 
ex pedition 
marched 
to 
Southern 
California, retracing part 
of 
its 
wmy , and then proceeded south to 
Mex ico, where It took active part 
in 
the 
fighting. 
This 
was 
the 
longest march ever made by artil­ 
lery in history and was memoraliz- 
ed by W hittier in poetry . During 
this trip they had several engage­ 
ments w’ith the Indians. 
During the sumer of 184 7 the bat­ 
tery returned to St. Louis, coming 
up the river by boat from New Or­ 
leans, and 
W’a s given a rousing re­ 
ception W’hen they landed.
